We do not know when the CDC or LA County Department of Public Health will change their 
guidelines to allow us to fully clean encampments and require tents and tarps to come down. Our 
teams also ask for voluntary surrender of anything encampment dwellers deem to be trash. 


We will do our best to monitor this area and give it our maximum attention allowed under the 
current guidelines and lawsuits but dont hesitate to reach out.

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“underpasses” is considered a pedestrian route 
making this request the City of Los Angeles 
responsibility as per our maintenance agreement 
with the City of Los Angeles. 


For the purposes of bringing clarity to the 
confusion about what is State jurisdiction I would 
like to share with you an excerpt of the City of Los 
Angeles/State of California Maintenance 
Agreement. All undercrossings where people or 
vehicles pass through are City property. In those 
undercrossings the City is responsible for illegal 
encampments, trash, graffiti, lighting, Illegal RV 
parking, abandoned vehicles, overgrown 
vegetation. 


I have copied Rene Shackelford who is a staff 
member of the City of LA Bureau of Sanitation so 
that she may flag this and begin coordinating this 
request on your behalf. 


Renee: Would you mind reaching out to Martha 
Saucedo to help her out with this request please? 
Thank you.
